HONGKONG'S PLACE IN THE EMPIRE. 


The statersent which Lord Milner has ins: inade with regard tu 
the status of the great self-governing Dominions in rolacion fe’the 
. Mother Country is one of the very greatest importance and signific- 
ance. Hv declared that it ia now common eeound that there is no 
kind of authority in practice, whatever may be the theory of the 
Constitution. that the Parliament and aples of the United 
Kingdom clairn’any ionger ty exercise over the Parliaments. and 
peoples of tho Dominions. “Woe frankly accept them.” said Lord? 
Milver, "as partner nations of cqual statas, thouzh, by commen 
consent, we mixht hold 2 po n of leadership as bead of the 
family.” That utterance definitely and accurately states the 
position, and it is one which will, we are sure. be as gladly accepied 
‘by the Dominiona as by the Motherland. I: implies no weakening 
of the ties thas bind the Empire tozether; on the contrary, it isa 
declaration ef the mutual trust acd understanding which is fel: 
rather than talked abou! and which. when all is said and done, was 
the dominating factor in-sausirg the Duminiona te rally around the 
fagas they did in the dark days of war. ° 
* The simile of the various paris of the Empire bejne children of 
a great family, with the Mether Country as its head, is .an apt one 
Bot there ore iitsle children and biz children. Hongkeng cannot, of 
course, be classed with the great self-xuverning Dominions, but itis 
in the family circle, pone the evs. I: is a growingly prosperous 
child, too, and it is by no manner of means the least important 
member of the family. Now. nobody in his senses wuld suzeest 
that Hongkong. in its relation to the Mother Country, could claim 
the status ofan equal partner. But this Colony i+ a partner. all the 
same, and now that we have reached a staze when the correct 
statos‘of the larger Colunies is being considered and dealt with, it 
would appear. to be opportene to determine and to improverthe 
position of the Crown Colonies as well. [It cannot be denied, 
that, tu take a casein point, the relationship between this Colony 
and the Imperial Government baciz needs looking inte. Our form 
of Governmen! is. te putit mildly, archaie: jt needs improving in, 
the same broad and progressive sp rit which has been operating in 
regard to the position of the other members of the Imperial family. 
We should. in fact, like to seo the importance of the 
Crown .Colonies recognised by their being represented on the 
Imperial Conferences and also in an Imperial Parliament 
_if'we ever bave one. Just as the self-governirg Derninions are 
getting into closer touch with the Flome Government, so must some 
machinery be devised by which a living contact is create? batween 
she latter snd the Crown Colonies. In these days. it is not sufficient 
’ for us that uur interests are supposediy [uoked after by a Colonial 
Office which is over-bardeued with larger Imperial issues and which 
Js guided solely by oficial advice. 
We venture to say that so far as Parliament generally and the 
* people at Home are concerned, Hongkong might never exist. We 
‘are rather like a forgotten member of the family. Well. it is about 
time oor existence was made known and gur claims considered. 
These is no desire to cut ourselves adrift from the family: we 
do not want to dispense altogether withthe guiding parental hand. 
But we do want d little more liberty of action. The other day. we 
“were informed all ebout the new scheme of constitutinnal reform 
which is to be applied to Burmah, one feature of which was tbat the 
. Legislature is to comprise 92 elected members, 30 nominated mem- 
bers and six ex-officio members. In that scheme wecan see a 
desire to give overseas communities a mora direct and vital interes? 
in their own government. If the Burmans.are to be treated 
so liberally, what of the Crown Colonies? There rould ba manifest 
~objections to any conversion of these Colonies into little self-govern- 
ing wails. “Birt there is every reason why a more lib>ral form of 
government shauld be bestowed on them. We hope that in’ the 
wterest which is being sroussd at Home over Imperia! constitution- 
I questions, the case of the Crown Colonies will not be overlooked.
